The truth is that infidelity brings no testimo- 
nials. The nation or tribe cannot be named, 
that has been enlightened cr improved by it; 
and whoever expects a favorable result from 
the experiment, must expect it on the ground 
of her arrogant but unsupported assertion. He 
must expect it against the evidence of past 
facts, and against theory too; for the very un- 
certainty and incompleteness of infidel systems 
—their darkness respecting the character and 
will of God, and the retributions of a future 
state, and their want of authority, render them 
utterly defective in power of motive, either to 
incite or restrain.

Letter from the Rev. Mr. Brewer, Missionary in| 
Greece, to the Sabbath School children in the | 
United States. | 

My pear youNG Frienps, 
[ wish all of you in America could share with | 

me in the pleasure which l every day 7 
ence from Illustrations of Scripture. By illus- | 
trations of Scripture I mean the sight or the oc- | 
currence of those things which explain, and 
make more clear and striking what is written } 
inthe Bible. But you will understand best, 
what I wish to say from a few examples. 

To-day I went a short distance into the 
country, and saw, on the side of a hill, such a| 
multitude of the snowy backs of sheep, beauti- | 
fully interspersed among the green bushes, | 
that I was reminded of that expression In the 
Psalms, “the pastures are clothed flocks.” | 
Sometimes, I have thus beheld thousands in a) 
single view. On the lowland, at the foot of the 
hill, a husbandman was ploughing the field ; 
so that in a few months it may be said “ the} 
vallies also are covered over with corn.” In- | 
deed, I have often observed that the highland 
is devoted to pasturage, and the low ground 
adjacent to tillage ; and when they both have 
put on their peculiar robes of beauty, not only 
he who tilleth the earth, and he who feedeth 
the flock, will rejoice together, but in the ani- 
mated language of poetry, it may be said of the 
pastures and vallies, “ They shout for Joy ; 
they also sing.” 

Not far from the place of which I was speak- 
ing, we met a flock of goats feeding separate- 
lv. Whether it be from the mischievous hab. 
its of these animals, or what other cause it 1s as 
true now as when our Saviour uttered the sol- 
emn words in Matthew xxv. that the “ shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats,” if not when 
scattered abroad in their pasture, at least when 
driven home to the fold. 

On our return we observed in a vineyard, by 
the way-side, a temporary shed, erected to 
shelter some one who should watch by night as 
well as by day, to protect the fruit from being 
pilfered by the many passers by. On looking 
at this now neglected and falling hut, we re- 
membered that the prophet Isaiah said, in the 
davs of Judah’s backsliding, and Jerusalem’s 
desolation, “ The daughter of Zion is left as a} 
cottage in a vineyard.” | 

All of you must recollect the encouragement | 
to prayer which our Saviour gives his disciples 
in those simple yet touching and beautiful | 
words, “ What man is there of you, whom if 

his son ask bread will give him a stone ; or if 
he ask a fish will he give him a serpent a Now | 
these expressions have a slight illustration in 
the usages of people all around us. Bread is, | 
to so great an extent, the chief article of food, 
that, with the Greeks, “eating bread” is the 
prevailing expression for taking any of their| 
meals. ‘To give this a relish, nothing is so gen. | 
erally used as fish of different kinds. A rarer| 
article is the egg, which is mentioned by anoth- 
er evangelist, atter the other two in the follow- 
ing verse: “ Or if shall ask an egg, will he 
for an egg offer him a scorpion ! 

Had 1 time I might multiply examples of this 
kind, but these must suffice. I have said I 
wished you could share with me in the pleas- 
ure which the sight of them affords me. Now 
[ will tell you how you may derive a much rich- 
er and more lasting satisfaction than would 
arise from traversing all the countries men- 

tioned in the Old and New Testaments, and | 
that is by contributing to establish Sabbath and 
other schools in every neighborhood, to send 
the Bible to every family, and a missionary to 
every town and village of the self-same lands.

In the autumn of the year 1830, a Prepara- 
tory Department or Lyceum wasorganized. It 
wa3 ‘ designed to increase the facilities of be- 
coming well fitted to enter upon either the reg- 
ular course in the Institution, or a shorter one ; 
and it is adapted to the instruction of those 
who, on account of their age, and other cir- 
cumstances, cannot pursue an entire Collegi- 
ate course, and also of those who, after having 
been through College, may need in view of the 
requisite cnowledge of Hebrew, to make some 
special preparation.’ 

The labors of the gentleman to whom this 
Department was committed, have been unwea- 
ried, and well directed, and attended with great 
success. Itis hardly one year and a half since 
he entered upon the duties of his station ; and 
he has now under his care more than forty stu- 
dents. 

In the mean time the number of theological 
students has been greatly increased ; and there 
is a prospectof a large addition to the number, 
next autumn. But the rooms in the edifices 
belonging to the Institution are already filled. 
And the circumstances of the T'rustees, it is 
thought, do not render it expedient for them at 
present to undertake the erection of a new 
building. Besides, some of the friends of the

It has, therefore, been thought best to intro- | 
duce a modification adapted to promote the fra- 
ternal confidence and cordial co-operation of 
all concerned, and, at the same time, to secure 
some of the important objects for which this | 
Department was established. Accordingly, at 
the nreeting of the Trustees on the 1léth of 
April, it was ‘resolved, unanimously, that the 
following additional regulations of the Prepar- 
atory Department be adopted : 

Ist. Asa general rule, candidates for admis- 
sion into the Preparatory Department (or, for 
continuance in it after the present academical 
year,) must have prosecuted, at least, the 
studies commonly requisite for entering Col- 
lege. 

2d. Except in special cases, no one shall be 
admitted to the Preparatory Department, under 
the age of twenty-three years, 

The first of these regulations was recom- 
mended by the following among other consid- 
erations. 

Ii will so reduce the number of Prepara- 
tory students, as to give room for theological 
students. 

2. It will simplify and greatly facilitate the 
business of their instruction. 

3. It will place at Newton only such as have 
given very considerable proof of their capabil-

ity, and of their disposition for improvement,

4. It will have a favorable bearing upon 
Academies ; for, with few exceptions, it will 
send all in the first place to Academies. 

5. The Preparatory Department with this 
regulation, will have a favorable bearing upon 
Academies in respect also to the concentration 
of efforts on that grand object, the thorough- 
fitting of students, up toa certain point; for it 
will supersede the necessity of a distracting at- 
tempt by the Principal at each of our Acade- 
mies to do justice to a fragment of an extra- 
Economical considerations also require 
that the fragments be brought together, so as 
to form a respectable class, under the care of 
an Instructer, whose business it shall be to pro- 
mote their progress. 

6. It will so elevate the attainments of those 
who come to this Institution without having 
gone to College as in reality to enable them 
along with graduates to proceed profitably in 
theological studies; and to do this without im- 
peding the progress of graduates, or depressing 
the general course and character of the Insti- 
tution.

A MONTHS OBSERVATION. 

We have carefully examined our exchange 
papers, which are, perhaps, less than half the 
religious papers published in the country, from 
the second Monday in January, to the second 
Monday in February, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the number of conversions to God, 
which they would publish during that period. 
In each instance we tuvk the lowest number 
named. For example, when the numbers were 
stated as from 151) to 160, we put it down as 
150. In many cases, also, an extensive revi- 
val was mentioned, but the number of subjects 
was not definitely given. ‘These we did not 
include in the estimate. It will be observed, 
that we do not give the result of revivals which 
occurred during that period, but only such as 
were made public. 

The whole number published, was 12,640. 

Of these, there were connected with the 
Methodist Church, 5,757 ; and with the Baptist 
Church, 2,809. 

Of the whole number, there were from Sun- 
day Schools—teachers, 451 ; scholars, 1957 
—2408.

THE CITY OF JERUSALEM. 

We this week present our readers with a 
highly interesting view of the city of Jerusalem 
—‘* The blessed city,” as it is called even by 
the Mahomedans—the city that men call ‘the 
perfection of beauty, the joy of the whole 
earth.” 

According to Josephus, Jerusalem was built 
in the year 2023 from the Creation, ina rocky 
and barren soil, by Melchisedeck, and was 
known anciently by several names. Its site 
occupied Mounts Moria and Arca, and it was 
surrounded by mountains. Its territory and 
environs were watered by the springs of Gehon 
and Siloam, and by the torrent or brook of Ke- 
dron. David builta new city, Mount Zion, 
opposite to the ancient one, being separated 
from it by the Valley of Mills; he also aug- 
mented and embellished the old city; but Sol- 
omon, from the number and stateliness of the 
works which he erected, rendered Jerusalem 
one of the most beautiful cities of the East. 

It was during the reign of Tiberius, that Je- 
rusalem wasrendered memorable to all suc- 
ceeding ages bythe death and resurrection of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, who was 
crucified on Friday, April 3d, at three o’clock 
in the afternoon, atthe age of 33, on Mount 
Calvary, a hill which was then without the walls 
on the North side of the city. 

Jerusalem was taken and destroyed by Ti- 
tus, A. D.60. Atthe siege, according to Jo- 
sephus, 97,000 prisoners fell into the hands of 
the conqueror, 11,000 perished with hunger, 
and the whole number slain and taken prison- 
ers during the war was 1,460,000. In the 
year 130, Adrian undertook to rebuild the ci- 
ty, and gave to it the name of Alia Gapotalina, 
which name it bore until the time of Constan- 
tine. It wastaken in 614 by the Persians, in 
636 by the Saracens, and in 1099 by the Cru- 
saders, who founded a kingdom which lasted 
till 1187, when it was taken down by Saladin, 
king of Egypt. In 1517, it was taken by the 
Turks, who have kept possession of it ever 
since. 

The modern city of Jerusalem is built on 
Mount Moriah. The ascent on every side is 
steep to the north. It is almost surrounded by 
valleys, encompassed by mountains, so that it 
seems to be situated in the middle of an amphi- 
theatre. The walls are about three miles in 
circumference. Dr. Clarke, speaking of the 
city, says, ‘‘ we were not prepared for the gran- 
deur of the spectacle which it exhibited. In- 
stead of a wretched and ruined town, by some 
described as the desolate remnant of Jerusalem, 
we beheld as it were a flourishing and stately 
metropolis, presenting a magnificent assem- 
blage of domes, towers, palaces, churches, 
monasteries; all of whieh glittering in the 
sun's rays, shone with inconceivable splendor.” 
A more recent traveller, Sir Frederick Henni- 
ker, gives the following account of Jerusalem ;

Lately as a traveller was 
entering the city, a man snatched part of his 
luggage from the camel, and fled here for shel- 
ter. A few days since a Greek Christian en- 
tered the mosque ; he was a Turkish subject, 
and servanttoa Turk ; he was invited to change 
his religion, but refused, and was immediately 
murdered by the mob. His body remained 
exposed in the street, and a passing Mussulman, 
kicking up the head exclairned—* That is the 
way I would serve all Christians.” 

The fountain of Siloam is so inconsiderable, 
and water altogether so scarce, that when my 
friend, Mr. Grey, inquired the way to it, the 
person refused to tell him, giving him as a rea- 
son,—** You will write it in your book, and | 
vow that we shall have no water next year.” 

The tomb of David is held in great respect 
by the Turks, and to swear by it is one of their 
most sacred oaths. ‘The tomb of the kings is 
an inconsiderable excavation in the rock:

The generali- 
ty of Pilgrims to Jerusalem are Greeks ; and 
they bring accepting offerings. They are prob- 
ably unable to read, and therefore the method 
used to make them acquainted with the life of 
our Saviour is commendable; even the Old 
Testament is not forgotten, though Titus is. 
The pool of Beersheba and David’s Tower are 
still pointed out to believing pilgrims. 

The population of Jerusalem has been vari- 
ously estimated at from 14,000 to 30,000. The 
inhabitants derive their principal support from 
the visits of pilgrims, who, it is said, leave be- 
hind them 60,000 pounds annually.

Naaman departs in transports of fury—he 
considers the word as uttered inscorn. ‘ Can 
water cleanse from leprosy ? Is Jordan more 
medicinal than other streams? AmI come 
thus far, to be insulted by an Israelite? Is 
this the event of my journey, and the letters 
of my king? Could this prophet find none but 
Naaman to treat with indignity? Had he 
meant seriously why did he not condescend to! 
come forth to me? Why did he not touch me | 
with his hand, and bless me with his prayers, 
and heal me with his blessing? Is my misery 
fit for his derision? If water could remove it, 
why did I leave my native country? Are not 
Abana and Pharpar, rivers of Damascus, better 
than all the waters of Israel ?” Folly and pride 
strive for mastery in the carnal heart and it is 
hard to say which is most predominant. ‘The 
natural man is altogether led by his outward 
senses—judges of all objects by the mere ap- 
pearance—acquaints not himself with God— 
adheres obstinately to his own false principles 
—disdains the supposed inferiority of others— 
upbraids them with proud and insulting boasts 
of his imagined excellence. To such a man, 
the doctrine, the services, the sacraments of 
Christ are objects of contempt and ridicule. 
He looks on Jordan with Syrian eyes—one 
drop of which, set apart by divine ordination, 
has more real virtue, more saving efficacy, 
than all the streams of Abana, and Pharpar. 
Happy are they, who, whatever be the sta- 
tion of the adviser, disdain not to listen to 
wholesome admonition. The servants of Naa- 
man prove his best and most valuable friends. 
They fear not to approach him, in the height 
of his indignation. “ My father, if the proph- 
et had bid thee do some great things, wouldest 
thou not have done it? How much rather then, 
when he saith to thee, Wash and be clean?” 
These men consulted not the passion, but the 
welfare of their lord—they would rather ad- 
vise than flatter—rather exhort him to good, 
than follow him to evil. Since it was a proph- 
et from whom they received the injunction, they 
entreat him not to despise it. They allege, 
that the simplicity of the proposed remedy was 
no argument against its efficacy while the pow- 
er of him who prescribed it was supernatural. 
They tell him, that the virtue of the cure de- 
pended on his own faith and obedience, not on 
the outward means suggested by Elisha.— 
They persuade and prevail. Naaman goes 
down at their earnest persuasion, and dips him- 
self seven times in Jordan. Next to God and 
the prophet, he may thank his attendants that 
he isno longer a leper. His unjust fury has
